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Mr«  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1960. 

Home  Population 

The  Registrar  General*  s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
A-j930  vvhich  represents  an  increase  of  110  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Births  and  Birth  Rate 


The  number  of  live  births  vna-s  59,  one  less  than  that  of  the  previous 
year  and  the  corresponding  crude  birth  rate  was  11.97,  which  after 
adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General*  s  Comparability  Factor  to  allow 
comparison  with  the  birth-rate  of  other  Districts,  becomes  12.21  and  v/as 
considerably  lower  than  that  of  17.1  for  England  and  V/ales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 


One  male  stillbirth  was  registered  and  the  rate  was  accordingly 
16.67,  which  was  lower  than  that  of  19.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

Two  infant  deaths  were  registered  and  were  due  to:- 

(1)  (a)  Atalectasis  -  2  days 
(b)  Extreme  Prematurity 

(2)  (a)  Hydrocephalus  -  one  month 
(b)  Large  lumbar  meningocele 

Both  deaths  were  unavoidable  having  been  due  to  congenital  causes. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  therefore  33.90  and  was  higher 
than  that  of  21.7  for  England  and  Y/ales  but  all  the  figures  given  above 
are  too  small  for  valid  statistical  comparisons. 

Total  Deaths  and  Ra.te 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  II8  (54  M.  64  F.)  and 
the  crude  death  rate  was  accordingly  23.94j  this  high-crude  death  rate 
is  due  to  the  higher  mortality  in  West  View  Chronic  Sick  Hospital  from 
which  deaths  arc  assigned  to  the  District  when  the  patient  has  been  an 
in-patient  for  more  than  six  months.  The  rate  after  adjustment 
by  the  Registrar  General*  s  Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a 
population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution  becomes  reduced  to 
13.17  and  was  higher  than  that  of  11. 5  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and 
Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System,  which  arc  the  ultimate  natural 
censes  of  death  amongst  the  aged;  of  these  there  v/ere  75  deaths. 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  is  however  an  exception 
as  it  is  the  cause  of  many  deaths  in  middle  age.  There  v;ere  17  of  those 
deaths  compared  with  6  in  the  previous  year.  The  ages  at  death  ranged 
from  50  to  84  years,  and  5  or  29^  wore  under  60  years.  Intensive  research 
IS  being  devo^.o/^.  +.0  l-hs  oousc-hion  which,  in  n+.ill  obsoiii*e,  although  there 
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are  reasonable  theories  that  the  excessive  consumption  of  food  particularly 
of  the  sophisticated  or  artificial  kind,  aggravated  by  inadequate  exercise, 
and  prolonged  nervous  tension  associated  vdth  excessive  smoking  are 
contributory  or  primary  causative  factors. 

Cancer  has  for  many  years  been  thu  second  highest  cause  of  deaths 
of  which  there  were  16,  the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year.  The 
majority  of  the  patients  were  aged  or  senile,  and  having  regard  to  the 
latent  or  insidious  nature  of  the  disease,  procrastination  in  consulting 
their  Practitioners  is  the  most  common  factor  associated  with  late  diagnosis 
when  the  disease  is  too  advanced  for  other  than  palliative  treatment. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  caused  7  of  those  deaths,  significantly  all  males 
as  were  the  6  deaths  in  the  previous  year.  None  occurred  in  V/est  View 
Chrcnic  Sick  Hospital.  The  ages  at  death  ranged  from  5^  to  78  years  and 
if  or  57^0  of  those  were  under  60  years  of  age.  Like  Coronarj^  Thrombosis, 
Cancer  of  the  Lung  causes  many  deaths  in  middle  age,  and  it  is  difficult 
to  ignore  the  theory  that  the  inhalation  of  tobacco  smoke  over  many  years, 
particularly  in  excess,  is  a  precipitating  factor. 

There  v;as  no  death  caused  by  the  Infectious  Diseases,  and  the  other 
causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Throughout  the  year  the  number  notified  was  fev/. 

ViTioopin/s:  Cough 

si^^t  cases  were  notified.  More  and  more  children  are  being 
vaccinated  each  year  against  this  distressing  illness  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre  or  by  their  family  Practitioners  and  it  would  seem  that  a  barrier 
is  being  created  against  local  epidemics  of  the  disease. 

Measles 

Only  four  cases  were  notified.  It  is  however,  an  endemic  infection 
amongst  children  and  outbreaks  usually  occur  every  second  year  when  a 
sufficient  number  of  susceptible  children  has  aggregated. 

Broncho-pneumonia,  Acute  Otitis  Media  and  Acute  Encephalitis  in  this 
order  of  frequency  are  comparatively  rare  but  it  would  seem  that  Acute 
Encephalitis  has  been  becoming  more  frequent  v/ithin  the  past  decade,  of 
which  a  minority  are  fatal. 

Poliomyelitis.  Diphtheria.  Pood  Poisoning  and  other  Notifiable  Diseases. 

None  of  these  v/as  notified. 

The  immunisation  campaign  against  Diphtheria  has  proved  an  unq\ialified 
success,  and  the  absence  of  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  may  also  be  imputed  to 
the  vaccination  scheme  initiated  in  1956/37, 

Tuberculosis 

Only  one  new  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  vras  notified  -  in  the 
year  age  group.  The  notifications  prior  to  circa  1930  involved 
chiefly  the  teen-age  or  adolescent  age-group  and  it  is  very  favourable  that 
this  group  is  now  the  least  affected,  pr'obably  partly  due  to  iriproved 
natural  resistance,  partly  to  B.C.G-.  vaccination  which  is  offered  to  school- 
leavers,  and  partly  to  the  increasing  ascertairmient  and  successful  treatment 

of  open  infective  cases;  also  Sanatoria  beds  are  nov/  immediately  available 
for  patients. 

The  ivjass  Radiography  Service  visited  the  District  in  November/December  ! 
1.960,  and  discovered  four  active  oases  of  Respiratozy  Tuberc-vilosis,  and  two 
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cases  of  Liang  Cancer.  This  Service  is  of  great  value  in  the  asceortainment 
of  active  cases  who  would  have  been  a  source  of  infection  to  others,  and  also 
in  making  it  possible  for  these  patients  to  have  early  treatment. 

There  were  no  new  cases  of  Non-Re spir at ory  Tuberculosis  which  is  a  general 
index  of  the  safety  of  the  milk  supplies  from  the  contagion  of  the  Bovine 
Bacillus  which  has  in  foraer  years  caused  innumerable  deaths,  disabilities 
and  defonnities. 

Also  there  were  no  deaths  from  either  Respiratory  or  Non-Re spiratory 

Tuberculosis,  which  may  be  regarded  as  a  reflection  of  the  efficacy  of  modern 
treatment. 

In  conclusion,  I  v;ish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for 

your  suppoarfc  and  interest  in  the  Depaartment  and  the  staff  for  their  efficiency 
and  co-operation.
